With  the  destruction  of 
the  monopoly,  fiee  labor  will  bastion  from 
all  parts  of  the  civilired  world  to  as>ist  in 
developing  various  nnd  imraoasuiable  re- 
souices  which  have  heretofore  lain  dormant. 
Tho  eight  or  nine  States  nearest  the  (iulf 
of  Mexico  have  a  soil  of  exuberant  feitility, 
a  climate  friendly  to  long  life,  and  can  sils- 
tain  a  denser  popiilaiion  than  is  found 
yet  in  any  part  of  our  country.  And 
luturo  influx  of  population  to  them  will  Ije 
mainly  from  tho  North,  or  fiom  tho~  mo-<t 
cultivated  nations  in  Europe.
